The number of telephones in the 
Borough of Glen Ridge has increased 
rapidly. A short time ago, the tele¬ 
phone company feeling that its sub¬ 
scribers in Glen Ridge would lie pleased 
with the name of the borough as the 
telephone exchange designation, con¬ 
sulted the lxirough officials, who were 
unanimous in their approval of tile 
change. 1 

The telephone company is now mail¬ 
ing notices to its subscribers in Gleb 
Ridge telling them of the new ex¬ 
change name and staling that no in¬ 
convenience will l>e caused by the sub¬ 
stitution.

State Aid Suggestion. 

While the members of tbe Passaic 
Valley Sewerage Commission declined 
to discuss the action of the Board of 
'Trade in advocating Sta:<* aid toward 
the cost of constructing the proposed 
sewer, others arho are interested in the 
project deprecated the course of the 
local organization and predicted tbat 
nothing except possible complications 
would come of the move. 

T ar belief is based on the fact that 
when the project was new a similar at¬ 
tempt was made to obtain financial help 
from the State, and sipce then other 
moves in the same direction have been 
made, all without success. In each in¬ 
stance seemingly strong arguments were 
made in support of the pleas and de¬ 
mands for assistance from the State, and 
in every^ase they fell flat, for the rea¬ 
son that two distinct provisions of the 
constitution made the sought-for action 
impossible. 4 

Aside from that state of facts, opposi¬ 
tion to the plan developed in the 
southern end of the state, where ob¬ 
jections were made to any contribution 
toward the coat of an improvement in 
the benefits of which all the state did 
not share. It was insisted then that 
the sewer project was not like the case 
of a state road, which is in theory 
and practice a benefit to the entire 
commonwealth and subject to the uses 
of all the residents wherever they may 
live, and that inasmuch as only four 
counties were to be benefited by the 
purification of the Passaic river, they 
alone should bear the cost of the work. 

Each time that the matter was brought 
up the alignment of the counties on 
the question was the same, and, with 
seventeen against four, the suggestion 
never made much headway. 

In view of that fact and the constitu¬ 
tional prohibition, those who have made 
a study of the matter are firm in their 
belief that nothing in the way of finan¬ 
cial help from the state can now be ob¬ 
tained It is accordingly predicted that 
the resolution of the Board of Trade 
will die a natural death.
